Pauline veers noithrinoves 


HONOLULU (AP) - Hurricane 
Pauline turned north Saturday and 
moved away from Hawaii, but a 
potentially stronger, second hur- 
ricane could still threaten the Island 
chain, the National Weather Service 
said. 

Hurricane Rick was "a long way 
away, but headed this way,” said 
weaUierservicc spokesman Ciarepce 
Lee. 

However, Rick was not expected 
to be within 1,000 miles of the Islands 
before Monday and there was no way 
to make an accurate forecast of 
what the storm might do in that 
len^hoflime, he said. 

■ Rick-'was' similar in intensity to
